BEIJING (AP) — The Unit¬ 
ed States said its two B-52 
bombers had no intention 
ot flying over o Chinese- 
controlled mon-mode 
island in the South Chi¬ 


na Sea, after Beijing ac¬ 
cused Washington of “a se¬ 
rious military provocation" 
in the strategic waters with 
overlapping claims. 

China's Defense Ministry on 
Saturday accused the U.S. 
of deliberately raising ten¬ 


sions in the region, where 
China has been aggres¬ 
sively asserting its claims 
to virtually all islands, reefs 
and their surrounding seas. 
It reiterated that it would 
do whatever is necessary 
to protect China's sover¬ 


eignty. 

Pentagon spokesman Mark 
Wright said that the Dec. 
10 mission was not a “free¬ 
dom of navigation" opera¬ 
tion and that there was “no 
intention of flying within 12 
nautical miles of any fea¬ 
ture," indicating the mis¬ 
sion may have strayed off 
course. 

The U.S. uses pre-planned 
freedom of navigation op¬ 
erations to assert its rights 
to “innocent passage" in 
other country's territorial 
waters. 

“The United States routinely 
conducts B-52 training mis¬ 
sions throughout the re¬ 
gion, including over the 
SouthChino Sea,” Wright 
said in on email to The As¬ 
sociated Press. “These mis¬ 
sions are designed to main¬ 
tain readiness and demon¬ 
strate our commitment to 
fly, sail and operate any¬ 
where allowed under inter¬ 
national law." 

Wright said the U.S. was 
“looking into the matter.” 
The U.S. takes no official 
stance on sovereignty 
claims in the South Chi¬ 


na Sea, through which $5 
trillion in international trade 
passes each year. How¬ 
ever, Washington insists on 
freedom of navigation and 
maintains that China's sev¬ 
en newly created islands 
do not enjoy traditional 
rights, including a 12-nauti- 
col-mile (22-kilometer) ter¬ 
ritorial limit. 

China's Defense Ministry 
demanded that Wash¬ 
ington immediately take 
measures to prevent such 
incidents and damage to 
relations between the two 
nations' militaries. 

“The actions by the U.S. side 
constitute o serious military 
provocation and are ren¬ 
dering more complex and 
even militarizing conditions 
in the South Chino Sea," 
the ministry said in a state¬ 
ment. 

The statement said that 
Chinese military person¬ 
nel on the island went on 
high alert during the over¬ 
flights by the B-52 strategic 
bombers and that they is¬ 
sued warnings demand¬ 
ing the aircraft leave the 
area.Q

His campaign 
said after the debate it 
had suspended two more 
aides. 

Clinton quickly accepted 
his apology Saturday night, 
saying, “We should move 
on, because I don’t think 
the American people are 
all that interested in this.”

Martin O’Malley, who has 
struggled to be a factor in 
the race. O’Malley was ag¬ 
gressive in seeking to play 
a role, repeatedly talking 
over moderators and ac¬ 
cusing his rivals of having 
outdated views on foreign

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Laid-off woman’s Facebook plea brings help for Christmas

BISMARCK, N.D. (AP) — 

When Elizabeth Garcia 
looked at the bare area 
under her Christmas tree 
and considered the bills 
that had been mounting 
since her last job layoff, she 
knew she had to do some¬ 
thing to give her family a 
merry holiday. She turned 
to social media. 

Garcia, 33, one of thou¬ 
sands of North Dakota resi¬ 
dents to lose their jobs dur¬ 
ing oil’s current downturn, 
went public with her plight 
on Facebook. She offered 




to sell a camper she had 
bought earlier this year for 
$500 so that she could give 
a real Christmas to her son, 
8, and daughter, 5. 
Although she got no of¬ 
fers for the camper, the re¬ 
plies brought her to tears. 
A store offered to let her 
pick out presents for her 
kids. People donated toys, 
store gift cards and gro¬ 
cery store cards. 

“If you saw my Christ¬ 
mas tree right now, it is 
absolutely ridiculous how 
many presents are un¬ 
der there,” she said. "If 
I wouldn’t have put the 


(Facebook) post up, I 
probably wouldn’t have 
been able to get my kids 
any presents at all.” 
Garcia, a single divorced 
mother who moved to 
Watford City in the west¬ 
ern North Dakota oil 
patch from Colorado in 
2012 to start a new life, 
was laid off last summer 
from her job with a com¬ 
pany building a natu¬ 
ral gas plant. She later 
was laid off from welding 
and carpentry jobs. 

The North Dakota Petro¬ 
leum Council estimates as 
many as 20,000 workers 


have lost their jobs in the 
current oil downturn.

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“There’s a new norm,” Lou¬ 
is “Mac” McLeod, execu¬ 
tive director of the Minot 
Area Homeless Coalition, 
said of people struggling 
and agencies like his work¬ 
ing overtime to help them.

Garcia was hired by a lo¬ 
cal laundry, and she’s also 
selling homemade food 
to get by until she can 
find another oil field job.

CINCINNATI (AP) — Vola¬ 
tile, racially sensitive ques¬ 
tions of whether to charge 
police officers for fatal on- 
duty shootings, and wheth¬ 
er jurors will convict an of¬ 
ficer in such a case, hang 
over two of Ohio's largest 
cities. 

A Hamilton County judge 
is expected in February to 
set a trial date for a former 
University of Cincinnati po¬ 
lice officer charged wifh 
murder in the fatal shoot¬ 
ing of an unarmed black 
moforisf affer a traffic stop. 
Meanwhile, a Cuyahoga 
County grand jury has 
been hearing testimony 
about potential charges in 
the Cleveland police killing 
of a 12-year-old black boy 
who had a pellet gun. 

The cases come during 
heightened scrutiny across 
the United States of police 
treatment of blacks, after 
a string of police-inflicfed 
deaths from Ferguson, Mis¬ 
souri, to Chicago sparked 
sometimes-violent protests 
over the past 16 months. 
Cleveland police arrested 
more than 70 people in 
May during protests after a 
judge found Patrolman Mi¬ 
chael Brelo not guilty of vol¬ 
untary manslaughter in the 
November 2012 deaths of 
two unarmed motorists in a 
137-shot barrage of police 
gunfire offer a high-speed 
chase. 

They also come after a year 
in which the number of U.S. 
police officers charged 
in on-dufy shootings was 
triple the average, accord¬ 
ing to Philip Stinson, a Bowl¬ 


ing Green State University 
criminologist who tracks 
charges against police. 
A Chicago police officer 
charged lasf monfh wifh 
murder in a fafal shooting 
was at least the 15th such 
case this year, compared 
with an average of fewer 
than five a year, Sfinson 
said recenfly. 

Michael Benza, a crimi¬ 
nal law professor of Case 
Wesfern Reserve University 
in Cleveland, said that ac¬ 
companying the increased 
attention to such cases is 
an erosion of public faifh in 
police credibilify. 

"Thaf’s the real problem,” 
he said. 

The widening availability of 
video — from police dash¬ 
board cameras, police 
body cameras and citizens' 
smartphones — has played 
a role in the increased num¬ 
ber of charges. Stinson re¬ 
ported that 10 of this year's 
15 cases involved video. 

But even with video, offi¬ 
cers' acfions can be sub¬ 
ject to interpretation. 

"The biggest argument that 
law enforcement uses, and 
which the law recognizes, is 
that officers have to make 
these decisions instanta¬ 
neously in many of these 
cases,” Benza said. “Usually 
it's in this high-tension, high- 
adrenalin moment ... ‘Do I 
shoot or do I not?' It's easy 
afterward to sit down and 
calmly look at the video 
and come to the decision. 
The officer doesn'f have 
fhaf luxury.” 

In fhe Cleveland case of 
fhe November 2014 shoot¬ 
ing of Tamir Rice, experts 
hired by prosecutors con¬ 


cluded that the use of 
deadly force was justified 
because fhe officers didn't 
know the boy was hold¬ 
ing a replica gun that shot 
plastic pellets. 

In the Cincinnati case, in 
which former UC officer 
Ray Tensing was charged 
affer the July 19 shooting 
of Samuel DuBose, 43, after 
stopping him for a missing 
front license plate, his at¬ 
torney has contended that 
Tensing feared he would 
bedragged under fhe car 
when DuBose tried to drive 
away. 

In both cases, the county 
prosecutors have been 
criticized, for very different 
reasons. 

Attorneys for the Cleveland 
boy's family wrote a Dec. 
14 letter to the U.S. Justice 
Department complaining 
that Cuyahoga County 


Prosecutor Tim McCinty 
“has abdicated his respon¬ 
sibility to conduct a fair and 
impartial investigation and 
has severely compromised 
the grand jury process.” 

In the Tensing case, Hamil¬ 
ton County Prosecutor Joe 
Deters' acerbic commen¬ 
tary about the officer as he 
announced his indicfmenf 
drew criticism and led to 
a pending request by de¬ 
fense attorney Stewart 
Mathews to move the trial 
to another county. Deters 
called Tensing's decision to 
shoot “asinine” and “sense¬ 
less” after a "chicken-crap” 
traffic stop. 

Prosecutions that lead to 
police convictions have 
continued to be rare. Stin¬ 
son found fhaf of 47 police 
officers charged in 2005- 
2014, less fhan a fourfh 
were convicfed.Q 
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Nevada lawmakers OK $335M deal to lure electric carmaker

CARSON CITY, Nevada 
(AP) — Nevada lawmak¬ 
ers appraved a $335 mil¬ 
lion incentive package 
to attract upstart electric 
carmaker Faraday Future's 
billion-dollar factory to a 
hard-hit Las Vegas suburb, 
even though the company 
has yet to unveil a concept 
car or bring a product to 
market. 

The state Assembly voted 
overwhelmingly in favor of 
the deal Saturday, after a 
four-day special session in 
Carson City. Lawmakers 
learned last week that Chi¬ 
nese billionaire Jia Yueting 
was backing the secretive 
California-based compa¬ 
ny, which employs some 


former Tesla Motors execu¬ 
tives, and that Faraday 
plans to bring 4,500 direct 
jobs to Nevada. 

“This is a watershed mo¬ 
ment,” said Democratic 
state Sen. Pat Spearman, 
whose district encompass¬ 
es part of recession-bat¬ 
tered North Las Vegas. “I 
will be happy to go back 
to my constituents and say 
the darkness that has over¬ 
shadowed us has lifted.” 
The Senate had already 
approved the four bills 
implementing the agree¬ 
ment. 

Republican Gov. Brian San¬ 
doval, who's championed 
the deal as a boon to 
Nevada, planned to sign 
them. 

The deal comes a little

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more than a year after 
state lawmakers approved 
a $1.3 billion incentive 
package to land a mas¬ 
sive Tesla battery factory 
outside of Reno. Nevada 
officials said the deals are 
reshaping and diversifying 
the state's economy after 
decades of tying its fate to 
casinos. 

“This is a huge win for 
Southern Nevada,” said 
the Las Vegas Global Eco¬ 
nomic Alliance, a key pro¬ 
ponent of the deal. “Ne¬ 
vada is quickly becom¬ 
ing the launching pad for 
ambitious companies that 
will play a critical role in re¬ 
shaping the way we think 
about transportation.” 
Nevada triumphed over 
California, Louisiana and 
Georgia in the bid to land 
the factory.

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Jackpot-fixing investigation expands to more state iotteries

DES MOINES, Iowa (AP) — 

The allegations read like 
a movie plot: a lottery in¬ 
dustry insider installs unde¬ 
tectable software giving 
him advance knowledge 
of winning numbers, then 
enlists accomplices to play 
those numbers and collect 
the jackpots. And they se¬ 
cretly enrich themselves for 
years — until o misstep ex¬ 
poses them. 

Eddie Tipton, former secu¬ 
rity director of the Multi- 
State Lottery Association, 
has been convicted of 
fraud for fixing one jackpot 
in Des Moines, but pros¬ 
ecutors soy his high-tech 
scheme extended for be¬ 
yond Iowa. He's accused 
of tampering with lottery 
drawings in four states over 
six years, and investigators 
ore expanding their inquiry 
nationwide. 

Investigators have asked 
states to review jackpots 
produced by the number- 
generators Tipton had ac¬ 
cess to, and whose winning 
numbers were specifically 
requested by the ticket 
buyer. They hope to talk 
with anyone aware of such 
payouts being collected 


by someone other than 
the person who ends up 
with the money, said Rob 
Sand, a state prosecutor in 
Des Moines who is leading 
the probe. 

The inquiry is sending a chill 
through state governments 
that depend on public 
confidence in contests 
that generate $20 billion 
annually in lottery revenue. 
“It would be pretty naive to 
believe they are the only 
four" jackpots involved, 
said now-retired Iowa 
deputy attorney general 
Thomas H. Miller, who over¬ 
saw the investigation for 
2 Vi years. “If you find one 
cockroach, you have to 
assume there are 100 more 
you haven’t found.” 
Thirty-seven states and U.S. 
territories use random-num¬ 
ber generators from the 
Iowa-based association, 
which administers games 
and distributes prizes for 
the lottery consortium. So 
far, Colorado, Wisconsin, 
and Oklahoma have con¬ 
firmed paying jackpots val¬ 
ued at a total of $8 million 
allegedly linked to Tipton 
and associates. 

Tipton, 52, was sentenced 
to 10 years but is free 
pending appeal after be¬ 
ing convicted at trial of 


trying to claim a $16.5 mil¬ 
lion jackpot in Iowa. He's 
also charged with crimi¬ 
nal conduct and money 
laundering involving the 
other three state lotteries. 
His brother. Tommy Tipton, 
and his best friend, Robert 
Rhodes, are under investi¬ 
gation as possible accom¬ 
plices. 

Rhodes’ attorney did not 
respond to messages. Tom¬ 
my Tipton, who resigned his 
elected judicial position in 
Texas last month, did not 
return calls. Eddie Tipton’s 
attorney. Dean Stowers, 
says his client is innocent. 
“There’s just absolutely no 
evidence whatsoever that 
he did anything to alter the 
proper operations of the 
computers that were used 
to pick those numbers, ab¬ 
solutely no evidence. It’s 
just all speculation," Stow¬ 


ers said. 

Prosecutors say Tipton in¬ 
stalled software known as a 
root kit that enabled him to 
manipulate numbers with¬ 
out a trace. What tripped 
him up, investigators say, 
was his decision to buy the 
winning ticket himself at 
a service station near the 
headquarters of the asso¬ 
ciation, whose workers are 
prohibited from trying their 
luck. 

Iowa got suspicious in 2012 
after a New York lawyer 
representing a newly cre¬ 
ated trust tried to claim 
the $16.5 million Hot Lotto 
jackpot on behalf of a Be¬ 
lize-registered corporation, 
turning in the ticket hours 
before a one-year dead¬ 
line. The trust eventually 
withdrew the claim rather 
than identify the ticket pur¬ 
chaser. 


Investigators initially sus¬ 
pected the buyer was 
merely trying to hide the 
winnings from a former 
spouse or creditor. Still, 
who would walk away 
from $16.5 million? 

The case took an even 
more dramatic twist af¬ 
ter authorities sought the 
public’s help, releasing 
surveillance video show¬ 
ing a stocky, hooded man 
buying the winning ticket 
and hot dogs at a service 
station in December 2010. 
Lottery colleagues were 
stunned, stepping forward 
to say the man looked and 
sounded like Tipton. 

Eddie Tipton had worked at 
the association since 2003, 
after a career in informa¬ 
tion technology, including 
at a Rhodes-owned firm 
in Houston called Systems 
Evolution. □ 
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Exit polls: Strong showing in Spain vote by upstart parties

MADRID (AP) — A strong 
showing by a pair of up¬ 
start parties in Spain's gen¬ 
eral election on Sunday 
is threatening to upend 
the country’s traditional 
two-party system, with exit 
polls projecting that the rul¬ 
ing Popular Party won the 
most votes but fell far short 
of a parliamentary major¬ 
ity and risks being booted 
from power. 

Days or weeks of nego¬ 
tiations may be needed 


to determine who will gov¬ 
ern Spain, with the new 
far left Podemos and busi¬ 
ness-friendly Ciudadanos 
parties producing shock- 
waves. 

In past elections. Popular 
Party and the main oppo¬ 
sition Socialists were the 
established powerhouses 
and only needed support 
from tiny Spanish parties 
to get a majority in parlia¬ 
ment when they didn’t win 
one from voters. 

An exit poll for the state- 
owned RTVE channel gave 
the Popular Party 26.8 per¬ 


cent of the vote in Sun¬ 
day's election. The Social¬ 
ist Party, with 20.5 percent, 
was running neck-and- 
neck for second place 
with Podemos, with 21.7 
percent, the poll said. 

It put support for the new 
business-friendly Ciudada¬ 
nos party far behind the 
others, at 15.2 percent. 
Jorge Clemente, spokes¬ 
man for pollster TNS Dem- 
oscopia, says its figures are 
based on 180,000 face-to- 
face interviews. 

Another exit poll conduct¬ 
ed for Antena 3 television 


channel gave the Popular 
Party 28.1 percent, Podem¬ 
os 21.1 percent, the Social¬ 
ists 20.4 percent and 14.9 
percent for Ciudadanos. 

If the projections are con¬ 
firmed, analysts said it 
could make it extremely 
difficult for the Popular Par¬ 
ty to form a government 
because it wouldn’t get a 
majority of seats in parlia¬ 
ment by allying with Ciu¬ 
dadanos, its most natural 
partner. 

The country’s lower house 
of parliament has 350 seats 
and with 28 percent of 
the vote counted Sunday 
night, the Popular Party 
was on track to get 124 
seats. The Socialists were 
headed toward winning 
94 seats while the number 
for Podemos and allies was 
predicted at 61, with 31 for 
Ciudadanos. 

But the center-left Social¬ 
ists could team up with 
Podemos and Ciudadanos 
in a three-way "coalition 
of losers" similar to an out¬ 
come that happened in 
Portugal last month. 

“If the current poll predic¬ 
tions are confirmed, then it 
looks like a Socialist govern¬ 
ment,” said Federico Santi, 
a London-based analyst 
with the Eurasia Group po¬ 
litical risk consulting group. 
“Reaching a deal between 
the Socialists, Ciudadanos 
and Podemos is not going 
to be straightforward ... but 


if the alternative is leaving 
the country without a gov¬ 
ernment, the pressure will 
be on the parties.” 

The Socialists could get 
more seats in Parliament 
than Podemos with fewer 
votes because Spanish 
election law gives extra 
weight to rural voters. 
Podemos and Ciudada¬ 
nos both gained strength 
by portraying the Popular 
Party and the Socialists as 
out-of-touch behemoths 
run by politicians who care 
more about maintaining 
their own power than citi¬ 
zens' needs. 

Miguel Redondo, a 
19-year-old Madrid uni¬ 
versity student, voted for 
Podemos because “it's 
the party that best under¬

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Fake bomb prompts emergency landing of Air France flight

NAIROBI, Kenya (AP) — A 

fake explosive rigged with 
cardboard, sheets of pa¬ 
per and a household timer 
forced on Air France flight 
into on emergency land¬ 
ing in Kenya on Sunday, 
sending hundreds of pas¬ 
sengers down emergency 
slides in what the airline’s 
CEO said was the fourth 
bomb hoax against the air¬ 
line in recent weeks. 

The homemade appara¬ 
tus was discovered around 
midnight hidden in a lava¬ 
tory cabinet behind a mir¬ 
ror where it was apparently 
placed during the approxi¬ 
mately 11 -hour flight to Paris 
from the island of Mauritius, 
said the airline’s CEO, Fred¬ 
eric Gogey. He said the 


airline has hod heightened 
security checks around the 
world since the Nov. 13 at¬ 
tacks that left 130 people 
dead in Paris.

“It was an ensemble of 
cardboard, papers and 
something that resembled 
a kitchen timer. Nothing 
that presented a danger 


to the plane, to the pas¬ 
sengers or to the crew,” a 
visibly irritated Gagey told 
a news conference in Paris. 
He said it contained no ex¬ 
plosives. With France in a 
state of emergency since 
the Paris attacks and the 
United States on high alert 
since the attack in Son Ber¬ 
nardino, California, that left 
14 dead, hoaxes present a 
particular conundrum for 
security officials, who must 
choose between feeding 
mass fear and keeping the 
public in potential danger. 
On Tuesday, the two big¬ 
gest school systems in the 
U.S. — New York City and 
Los Angeles — received 
threats of a large-scale ji- 
hadi attack. LA reacted 
by shutting down the en¬ 
tire district, while New York 
dismissed the warning as 


on amateurish hoax and 
held classes. Air France has 
been the target of three 
prior hoaxes, all in the Unit¬ 
ed States, Gagey said. The 
fourth came on board the 
flight from Mauritius, a pop¬ 
ular winter vocation spot 
for French tourists.

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ISTANBUL (AP) — Turkey 
says it will withdraw more 
troops from northern Iraq 
and acknowledged there 
had been a miscommuni- 
cation with the Iraqi gov¬ 
ernment over the issue. 
The Turkish Foreign Ministry 
announced late Saturday 
the government “in rec¬ 
ognition of the Iraqi con¬ 
cerns and in accordance 
with the requirements of 
the fight against Daesh 


(Islamic State), is continu¬ 
ing to move military forces 
from Nineveh province." 
The move followed an ap¬ 
peal from President Barak 
Obama, who called Turk¬ 
ish President Recep Tayyip 
Erdogan on Friday and 
urged him “to take addi¬ 
tional steps to de-escalate 
tensions with Iraq.” 

The Ankara-Baghdad spat 
has been an unwelcome 
setback to U.S. efforts 


to accelerate the fight 
against Islamic State ex¬ 
tremists. 

Turkey began withdrawing 
troops stationed near the 
IS-controlled Iraqi city of 
Mosul earlier this week. But 
Baghdad, which considers 
the deployment of Turkish 
troops an illegal incursion, 
demanded the immedi¬ 
ate withdrawal of Turkish 
troops from Iraqi territory 
at a U.N. Security Council 


meeting. 

The dispute flared up ear¬ 
lier this month after Tur¬ 
key deployed reinforce¬ 
ments to a camp in Iraq's 
Bashiqa region where 
Sunni and Kurdish troops 
are being trained to fight 
IS militants. Turkey has sta¬ 
tioned troops there since 
last year but had recently

UN announces end of Yemen peace talks amid fighting

Peace talks between Ye¬

Speaking at a news confer¬ 
ence in Bern, U.N. special 
envoy Ismail Quid Cheikh 
Ahmed said the talks be¬ 
tween the internationally 
recognized government 


and Shiite rebels were hin¬ 
dered by violations of the 
truce that went into effect 
last Tuesday. 

“There was noticeable 
progress but not enough 
to reunite Yemen ... unfor¬ 
tunately there were nu¬ 


merous violations (of the 
cease-fire),” he told re¬ 
porters, adding that the 
two sides had agreed on 
a framework for further ne¬ 
gotiations on Jan. 14 at a 
venue to be determined. 
“It's very clear that unfortu¬ 
nately, the cease-fire that 
was agreed upon as I said 
earlier wasn’t respected, 
and in some cases was vi¬ 
olated from the first hours, 
even of these talks,” he 
said. 

Both sides broke the cease¬ 
fire during the peace ne¬ 
gotiations that began 
Tuesday in the Swiss village 
of Macolin. 

The Yemen conflict pits the 
internationally recognized 
government backed by a 
Saudi-led, U.S.-supported 
coalition against the reb¬ 
els, known as Houthis, who 
are allied with a former 
president and backed 
by Iran.

MOJOKERTO, Indonesia 
(AP) — Indonesia’s anti¬ 
terror squad has arrested 
seven men suspected of 
planning Christmas or New 
Year's attacks in the world’s 
most populous Muslim na¬ 
tion, police said Sunday. 
Abdul Karim, known by his 
alias Abu Jundi, was cap¬ 
tured Saturday in Sukohar- 
jo, a town in Central Java 
province, a day after three 
other suspected militants 
were nabbed in two sepa¬ 
rate locations in West Java 
province, said local police 
chief Lt. Col. Andi Rifai. 


He said Jundi is believed 
to have expertise in shoot¬ 
ing and bomb-making be¬ 
cause of his membership 
in Jemaah Islamiyah, an 
al-Qaida-linked Southeast 
Asian group blamed for 
the deadly 2002 nightclub 
bombings on the Indone¬ 
sian resort island of Bali. 
Their interrogation led po¬ 
lice to arrest three other 
group members in Mojoker- 
to town in East Java on 
Sunday, said Lt. Col. Budhi 
Herdi Susianto, another po¬ 
lice chief in Mojokerto. 
Police seized bomb-mak¬ 


ing devices from the men's 
homes, but no explosive 
materials were found. 
Susianto said the men were 
using emails and phone 
conversations to plan at¬ 
tacks during the upcoming 
holiday celebrations. 

“A police investigation 
managed to reveal their 
plan to launch a terror at¬ 
tack during Christmas or 
New Year's Eve celebra¬ 
tions,” Susianto said, with¬ 
out elaborating. 

Indonesia, the world’s most 
populous Muslim nation, 
has seen a spate of deadly 


attacks by the Jemaah Is¬ 
lamiyah network, including 
the 2002 Bali bombings that 
killed 202 people, mostly 
foreign tourists.

Raul Castro urges US to end 
broadcasts aimed at Cuba 


HAVANA (AP) — Guban 
President Raul Gastro urged 
the U.S. government Friday 
to halt radio and television 
broadcasts aimed at the 
island and other programs 
that Cuba considers harm¬ 
ful while reiterating that he 
is interested in deepening 
the thaw in relations with 
the United States. 

The comment came in 
Castro’s first review of the 
rapprochement that he 
and U.S. President Barack 
Obama began a year ago. 
In a rare broadcast of his 
speech on state televi¬ 
sion, the 84-year-old leader 
said, “Cuba will continue 
insisting that to achieve the 
normalization of relations 
it is imperative that the 
government of the United 
States remove all policies 


of the past." 

Among the things he criti¬ 
cized are transmissions of 
Radio Marti and TV Marti 
to Cuba despite his gov¬ 
ernment’s objections. “The 
United States maintains 
programs that are harm¬ 
ful to Cuban sovereignty, 
such as projects to pro¬ 
mote changes in our politi¬ 
cal, economic and social 
order," he said. 

Castro, who took over Cu¬ 
ba’s presidency from his 
older brother Fidel, also ob¬ 
jected to U.S. immigration 
policy that gives prefer¬ 
ences to Cuban migrants, 
offering them automatic 
residence if they reach U.S. 
territory.He repeated his 
call for an end to the flve- 
decade-long U.S. trade

Costa Rica suspends visas for Cubans as regional protest 


SAN JOSE, Costa Rica (AP) 

— Costa Rica will suspend 
visas to Cuban migrants

— Austrian skier Eva-Maria 
Brem safely protected her 
lead from the first leg to win 
a World Cup giant slalom 
race on Sunday, picking 
up her second career win 
and denying Swiss racer 
Lara Gut a third straight 
race victory. 

Gut, who overtook Ameri¬ 
can Lindsey Venn for the 
overall lead, finished tied 
for second place with Nor¬ 
way’s Nina Loeseth, who 
secured a career-best re¬ 
sult. 

“I’d like to continue like this 
until March and not stop 
here," Gut said after her 
24th career podium and 
first in Courchevel. “I could 
have done better in the 
first run, the second run I 
was just trying not to think 
about the tiredness in my 
legs.” 

It’s been hectic for Venn 
and Gut in the French Alps, 
first in Val d’Isere and then 
here for the GS. 

Gut won Saturday’s down¬ 
hill, which Venn failed to 
finish after skiing off course. 
She also won Friday’s su¬ 
per-combined, beating 
Venn by one hundredth of 
a second. 

She got the upper hand 
again this time. 

Venn was 10th in the morn¬ 
ing first run but finished 
13th with sunny conditions 
fading on the Emile-Allais 
course. 

“It just wasn’t quite right 
today ... It was pretty dork 
second run, but normally 
I’m good at that,” said 
Venn, who picked up 20 
World Cup points com¬ 
pared to Gut’s 80. “I just 
kept catching my edge 
doing weird stuff. I didn’t 
really feel very balanced. 
But it was a good effort; I 
tried really hard and got 
some points." 

The 31-year-old Venn felt 
tired after her near-crosh 
on Saturday, and plans to 
hove a rest for from the 
mountains before returning 
to action in another GS at 
the Austrian resort of Lienz 
on Dec. 28. 

“After yesterday I’m just 
really sore and I physi¬ 
cally need a break,” she 
said. “I’m going to take a

couple of days off, see my 
sister in Florence and get 
ready for Lienz.” 

Brem’s other race win was 
also o GS in Aspen, Colo¬ 
rado last year. 

“The first win I won be¬ 
cause I’m a fighter and 
this one I won because I 
stayed cool," the 27-year- 
old Brem said. “I think you 
need both. The first win is 
unbelievable but otter this 
one I was crying.” 

Brem hod come close this 
season, finishing second 
in GS in the Swedish resort 
of Are lost weekend and 
in Aspen, Colorado last 
month. 

After raising both arms high 
into the air, she tumbled 
down and lay on her side 
for a few moments. When 
she got up, o grinning Gut 
rushed over to hug her. 
“I’m very strong in the 

head,” said Brem, who has 
10 career podiums. "But I 
just need that moment in 
every season when every¬ 
thing comes together." 

The 26-year-old Loeseth 

was third in slalom last 

weekend in the Swedish 
resort of Are and third in 
slalom in January at the 
Croatian resort of Zagreb. 
“It’s o little strange for me 
that this is coming in GS but 
I’ll take it,” Loeseth said. 
“Hopefully 2016 will be 

even better." 

Her performance caps a 
great few days for Norwe¬ 
gian racing.

LAS VEGAS (AP) - BYU kept 
turning the ball over, and 
Utah kept scoring. 

About the only question 
left after five first quarter 
touchdowns by the Utes 
was how big their Las Ve¬ 
gas Bowl rout would be. 
Until BYU regained its com¬ 
posure, that is, and made it 
a game for both teams to 
remember. 

Utah took advantage of 
a disastrous start by BYU, 
scoring five first-quarter 
touchdowns on turnovers 
- including two intercep¬ 
tions by Tevin Carter - be¬ 
fore holding on Saturday to 
beat the Cougars 35-28. 
"We ended up with the 
win, which is all that mat¬ 
ters,” Utah coach Kyle 
Whittingham said. "It’s the 
only thing that matters.” 
Utah used its string of first 
quarter turnovers to build a 
35-0 lead, then managed 
to hold on as BYU mounted 
a comeback that brought 
the Cougars to within one 
score with 3:23 left in the 
game. BYU couldn’t get 
the ball back, though, los¬ 
ing in Bronco Mendenhall’s 
last game after 11 years as 
head coach. 

"We did lose the game,” 
Mendenhall said. "But I’m 
taking with me a pretty 
good going away pres¬ 
ent.” 

After the game, BYU said it 
hired former Cougars run¬ 
ning back Kalani Sitake as 
head coach. Sitake was 
Oregon State’s assistant 
head coach and defen¬ 
sive coordinator. 

Carter returned one of his 
picks for a touchdown and 
another to the 1 as No. 
20 Utah romped to a 35-0 
first- quarter lead in the first 
meeting of the two heated 
rivals outside of the state 
of Utah. BYU turned the 
ball over the first five times 
it had the ball, with fresh¬ 
man quarterback Tanner 
Mangum throwing three 
interceptions and fumbling 
once. 

That was all the scoring 
Utah did, and it nearly cost 
the Utes the game. Mang¬ 
um would bring BYU back, 
throwing two touchdown 
passes and rushing for an¬ 
other to get the Cougars 


close. 

"Giving up was never an 
option tight end Reming¬ 
ton Peck said. "Everybody 
had the mentality that we 
would somehow find a 
way to get back in it.” 
Mendenhall’s last game 
as BYU coach was almost 
over even before some of 
the fans settled into their 
seats, thanks to an oppor¬ 
tunistic Utah defense that 
forced Mangum to fumble 
on the third play of the 
game. Midway through 
the first quarter, the Utes 
were already up 28-0. 

In a statistical quirk, BYU 
actually outgained Utah 
offensively (89-69) in the 
first quarter. But Carter 
and Dominique Hatfield 
both scored on intercep¬ 
tions, Joe Williams had two 
1 -yard touchdown runs, 
and quarterback Travis Wil¬ 
son added another TD on 
a 20-yard run. 

"You’re not going to lose a 
lot of games when you’re 
plus-5 in the turnover de¬ 
partment” Whittingham 
said. "We got complacent 
and that’s on me. Next 
time we’re up 35-0 hope¬ 
fully we won’t have the 
same results.” 

Mangum’s shaky start 
didn’t stop him from throw¬ 
ing for 315 yards in rallying 
his team. BYU dominated 
much of the game, but 
couldn’t quite dig itself out 
of the big hole. 

"I think the game was a lit¬ 
tle big for him at the begin¬ 
ning, but man he turned 
around and played a great 
game,” said end Bronson 
Kaufusi, who played his 
last game. "Ultimately he 
gave us a chance to have 
the ball at the end.” 

Utah (10-3) came in as 
a 2-point favorite in the 
first meeting since 2013 of 
schools that have campus¬ 
es just 46 miles from each 
other. But the quick suc¬ 
cession of turnovers - Utah 
scored its first four touch¬ 
downs in a span of 3:30 
- threatened to turn the 
game into a rout before 
BYU settled down. 

BYU ended up with 386 
yards to 197 for Utah, but 
the five early turnovers 
were the key in a game 
where the Utes didn’t turn 
the ball over at all.Q

Dixon’s records could fall 
in a few days; Navy quar¬ 
terback Keenan Reynolds 
takes his 85 career TDs and 
512 points into the Military 
Bowl against Pittsburgh on 
Monday. If that happens, 
Dixon said he’d be happy 
for Reynolds. 

’’If he gets the record, it 
will be great. If I keep it, it’s 
even greater,” Dixon said. 
’’Just to have two people 
chasing that record at the 
same time is remarkable.” 
Louisiana Tech quarter¬ 
back Jeff Driskel then inter¬ 
jected light-heartedly that 
Reynolds ’’seems like a 
great guy, but I’m rooting 
against him.” 

Driskel, a transfer from 
Florida, closed out his col¬ 
lege career by passing for 
458 yards and three touch¬ 
downs for Louisiana Tech 
(9-4), which had 687 total 
yards in finishing a second 
straight season with a bowl 


victory. 

The performance gave 
Driskel 4,023 yards and 
27 touchdown passes for 
the season. Receiver Trent 
Taylor said the Bulldogs 
could not have been more 
pleased to see their QB

“It’s normal the fans jeer 
because we are not in first 
place, which is where we 
need to be," Navas said. 
“We are with the coach. 
We need to be united if we 
want to be in contention 
at the end of the season. 
We can't put the blame on 
anybody.” 

Call for Benitez’s departure 
increased after the team's 
1-0 loss at Villarreal last 
weekend, which kept Ma¬ 
drid from cutting into Bar¬ 
celona's lead. Former star 
playmaker Zinedine Zidane 
has been widely touted by 
local media as Benitez's 
replacement, and rumors 
of his imminent departure 
only increased after Jose 
Mourinho and Pep Guar- 
diola became available

NEW YORK (AP) — Donald 
Trump says the govern¬ 
ment must work with “bril¬ 
liant people" in Silicon Val¬ 
ley to keep violent extrem¬ 
ists otfline, even if it means 
shutting down parts of the 
Internet. 

But what he's propos¬ 
ing isn’t possible with to¬ 
day’s technology. And 
even if it were, such a move 
would likely hurt more than 
potential attackers, and it 
would hinder the govern¬ 
ment’s ability to keep tabs 
on them. 

Here's a look at Trump's 
idea and why it won't work: 

WHAT TRUMP SAID 

During Tuesday's Republi¬ 
can presidential debate. 
Trump said that because 
the extremist Islamic State 
group is using the Internet 
to recruit, the tech industry 
needs to find a way to stop 
them from doing that. 

“ISIS is recruiting through 
the Internet. ISIS is using the 
Internet better than we are 
using the Internet, and it 
was our idea,” Trump said. 
“What I wanted to do is I 
wanted to get our brilliant 
people from Silicon Val¬ 


ley and other places and 
figure out a way that ISIS 
cannot do what they’re 
doing.” 

WHAT TRUMP PROPOSES 

Trump went on to say that 
that he would be open to 
closing parts of the Internet 
that cover areas where the 
U.S. is at war or where IS 
operates, such as parts of 
Syria and Iraq. 

Even better, he said, would 
be to tap the brightest 
minds from the U.S. to in¬ 
filtrate extremists’ Internet 
gatherings and stay up on 
their activities — something 
U.S. intelligence agencies 
are already working at. 
Trump isn’t alone in calling 
on Silicon Valley's brain¬ 
power to figure out a way 
to keep violent extremists 
off social networks and 
messaging services. Demo¬ 
crat Hillary Clinton also has 
said the U.S. government 
andtechnologists should 
work together to block po¬ 
tential attackers from using 
the Internet to draw in new 
supporters. 

FIRST OBSTACLE: THE INTER¬ 
NET ITSELF 

For one thing, the U.S. 
doesn’t control the Inter¬ 


net. No one does. 

Because the Internet is a 
global network of networks 
that are all owned by dif¬ 
ferent governments, com¬ 
panies or individuals, “no 
one person owns it,” said 
Charlie Baker, 
vice president of product 
management for the In¬ 
ternet performance com¬ 
pany Dyn. 

ROUTING AROUND OBSTA¬ 
CLES 

Ferreting out extremist 
groups and kicking them 
off the Internet in the U.S. 
just isn’t realistic, given how 
rapidly the fluid Internet 
grows and changes. 

And the U.S. just doesn’t 
have the technical ability 
to cut off Internet access 
in a country it doesn't con¬ 
trol. (Military action might 
be a different story, al¬ 
though it presents difficul¬ 
ties of its own.) 

Baker added that people 
have a long history of find¬ 
ing their way around In¬ 
ternet restrictions whether 
it's democracy activists in 
China or Iran, or tweens 
looking to circumvent their 
school's firewall. 

THE PROBLEM WITH SOCIAL 
MEDIA 

Groups such as IS have 
mastered social media for 
recruiting and spreading 
their message. 

Both Twitter and Facebook 
declined to comment on 
Trump's remarks, but say 
they don’t tolerate posts 
that promote violence 
and aggressively remove 
such posts when reported 
by their users. Twitter bans 
accounts if they're linked 
to such activity.

NEW YORK (AP) — Rajesh 
Gandhi thinks investors to- 
cusing on growth overseas 
in this tepid global econo¬ 
my ore onto something. 
Gandhi, os portfolio man¬ 
ager at the American Cen¬ 
tury International Growth 
mutual fund, is watching 
investors put more of their 
money into foreign stocks 
and especially into the few 
sectors able to produce 
strong revenue and earn¬ 
ings growth, like health 
core. 

Nearly $210 billion flowed 
into international stock 
mutual funds over the lost 
year, according to Morn- 
ingstor. At the some time, 
investors pulled o net $56 
billion from U.S. stock funds. 
The popularity of this rela¬ 
tively small number of for¬ 
eign stocks is pushing their 
prices sharply higher. But 
Gandhi thinks these stocks, 
especially in Europe, are 


poised for more gains even 
though they're looking ex¬ 
pensive on several mea¬ 
sures. He explains why be¬ 
low. Answers have been 
edited for length and clar¬ 
ity. 

Q: Economic growth 

around the world is weak, 
and China's getting a lot 
of the blame. How bad are 
things in China and around 
the world? 

A: We are operating in a 
subpar growth world. Even 
in the U.S., even with all the 
stimulus we put through, 
we are producing 2-and- 
change percent growth. 
And the same thing is hap¬ 
pening in Japan. The same 
thing is happening in Eu¬ 
rope. 

(China's) government's 
statistics indicate that it's 
growing at about 7 per¬ 
cent. The reality is it's grow¬ 
ing at, we think, 3.5 or 4 per¬ 
cent. But 3.5 or 4 percent 
for an economy that was 
truly growing 7, 8, or even 


10 percent before is still go¬ 
ing to feel like a recession in 
many ways. 

When we talk with com¬ 
panies today, their biggest 
fear is a continued slow¬ 
down in growth in China. 
It's still being evidenced in 
their businesses. 

Q: Given how weak growth 
is, it seems like the few 
companies that have de¬ 
livered it have seen their 
share prices soar. 

A: Earnings growth is in¬ 
creasingly scarce. So those 
businesses that are demon¬ 
strating growth and con¬ 
sistently delivering growth 
are getting bid up. Their 
(price-earnings) multiples 
continue to expand, and 
that's where the dollars 
keep moving. 

Q: In the U.S., investors 
seem to be crowding into 
the same, small group of 
stocks. 

A: It's the same in interna¬ 
tional markets. Growth is 
narrowing, and growth in¬ 


vestors keep moving into 
fewer and fewer names. 

Q: Is there a corollary in 
the international markets 
for Facebook and Ama¬ 
zon, stocks that everyone 
seems to be piling into? 

A: There isn't so much a fo¬ 
cus on specific, innovative 
companies. But, generally, 
the health care sector has 
directly benefited from a 
continued migration, and 
the price-earnings multi¬ 
ples have expanded. Now, 
we feel fhaf's justified, be¬ 
cause growfh is acceler- 
afing for a lof of the large 
pharmaceutical compa¬ 
nies in Europe for the first 
time in a long time. 

Parts of the tech sector are 
benefiting from that. We 
don't have an Amazon in 
Europe or Japan, but we 
have Amazon-like busi¬ 
nesses. 

Q: Is this subset of stocks 
now too risky? Is it time to 
sell high and walk away? 

A: Given how we see the 
world playing out over 
the next 12 to 18 months, 
if I had to give advice to 
an investor, I think you still 
want to be in growth and 
growth-oriented strategies 
because growth is still go¬ 
ing to be scarce next year. 
Global growth is not accel¬ 
erating and has more risk to 
it over the next 12 months 
than we had over the pre¬ 
vious 12 months. Therefore, 
growfh sfocks are going to 
do reasonably well despite 
the valuations that are be¬ 
ing accorded to them. 

Q: Where are you finding 
the best opportunities? 

A: More of them tend to be 
in Europe, because on a 
relative basis, the Europe¬ 
an region is demonstrating 
improving growth. □

Southwest filed a lawsuif 
againsf fhe union, saying 
fhaf if believed workers 
were planning an illegal 
strike over the busy Thanks¬ 
giving holiday weekend. 
Southwest spokesman Bob 
Hughes said Friday that 
employees can take per¬ 
sonal time off unless the 
company declares an 
emergency, 

which he said it did before 
fhe November meetings. 
He said employees who 
missed work were inter¬ 
viewed,

Hughes said the airline

And that, in turn, 
is intended to prod banks 
to boost certain other rates. 
Rates on credit cards and 
home equity loans and 
credit lines, for example.

The increases 
could appear as soon as 
one or two months after 
the Fed’s action. Those 
rates are tied to banks’ 
prime rate, which responds 
quickly to the Fed’s chang¬ 
es. 

Also, Americans with ad¬ 
justable-rate mortgages 
will probably face a higher 
rate at the date of their 
next adjustment. Auto¬ 
loan costs may rise as well, 
economists said, though 
not as fast as the short-term 
rate the Fed controls. Auto¬ 
loan rates typically follow 
the yield on two-year Trea¬ 
surys.

On a most basic level, 
the information from an 
old whaling logbook can 
be compared to current 
conditions; for example, is 
there sea ice today in the 
places where whalers saw 
sea ice 150 years ago? 

But the project is much 
more than that, said Kevin 
Wood, a climate scientist 
with NOAA’s Joint Institute 
for the Study of the Ocean 
and Atmosphere at the 
University of Washington 
and a lead researcher on 
the project. By recovering 
as much weather data as 
possible, the information 
could help create sophisti¬ 
cated computer models of 
past climate and help pre¬ 
dict future conditions. 

He called it a “virtual time¬ 
traveling weather satel¬ 
lite.” 

“We can build an enor¬ 
mously detailed recon¬ 
struction of the conditions 
at the time ... and we 
can we can understand 
how the climate has been 
changing over a longer 
period of time,” Wood said. 
The project launched this 
month is an offshoot of 
Old Weather, an ongo¬ 
ing partnership between 
NOAA and Zooniverse, the 
citizen science Web portal 
that is looking at logbooks 
of ofher vessels, including 
merchant and naval ships. 
Sifting through the docu¬ 
ments is where the pub¬ 
lic comes in. There is just 
too much data for a small 
group of scientisfs fo pore 
over. 

High-resolution images 
of historical documents, 
extracted data and re¬ 
lated research products 
are available online, sad 
Michael Lapides, the mu¬ 
seum’s director of digifal 
initiatives. □ 


NASA: Spacewalk needed to move stalled rail car 
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‘Star Wars’ blasts opening weekend record with $238 million

LOS ANGELES (AP) — To 

say that the torce is strong 
with this one is an under¬ 
statement. 

"Star Wars: The Force 
Awakens” brought in a ga¬ 
lactic $238 million over the 
weekend, making it the 
biggest North American 
debut of all time accord¬ 
ing to studio estimates on 
Sunday. 

The Walt Disney Co. earn¬ 
ings destroy the previous 
opening record set by Uni¬ 
versal’s "Jurassic World,” 
which drew $208.8 million 
this summer. 

Internationally, the film 
brought in $279 million, 
bringing its global gross 
to $517 million — second 
only to "Jurassic World’s” 
global bow of $525 million. 
But the dinosaurs had the 
added benefit of China 
— "Star Wars” won’t open 
there until Jan. 9. 

This is just the latest in a 
laundry list of records set 
by J.J. Abrams’ film, the 
seventh in the franchise, 
which had analysts antici¬ 
pating a debut anywhere 
from $150 million to $300 
million. 

The "X-factor” was quality. 
While "The Force Awak¬ 


ens” drew enormous pre¬ 
sales, the film was kept 
under lockdown from 
the press and critics until 
mere days before it was 
released to the public. Re¬ 
views turned out to be stel¬ 
lar (95 percent on Rotten 
Tomatoes), as did early 
audience reaction, who 
gave the film an A Cine- 
maScore. 

Rentrak’s Senior Media 
Analyst Paul Dergarabe- 
dian said that’s the key el¬ 
ement that may push the 
film to the $2 billion mark 
by the end of ifs run. Many 
are already going back 
for a second helping. 

"The enfhusiasm has re¬ 
ally turned into a cultural 
event,” said Dave Hollis, 
Disney’s executive vice 
president of theatrical 
distribution. "It’s unbeliev¬ 
able.” 

"It feels historic. The mar¬ 
keting team has embarked 
on a two-plus year journey 
to create this event feel,” 
Hollis added. "It’s hard to 
think you could replicate 
this, but never say never.” 
Males overwhelmingly 
drove the astronomical 
earnings, comprising 58 
percent of the audience. 
"Many of fhe bigger films 
of fhe pasf few years have 


been driven by that often 
marginalized female au¬ 
dience,” Dergarabedian 
said. "This proves that if 
you put the right film in the 
marketplace, the guys will 
show up in big numbers. 
You can still break records 
with one gender being the 
dominant one.” 

He predicted that over 
time, Daisy Ridley’s protag¬ 
onist may help even the 
gender breakdown. Hol¬ 
lis agreed, noting that the 


breakdown evened out 
across the weekend too. 
Friday audiences were 63 
percent male, he said. 

The film also drew mainly 
adults, who made up 71 
percent of the audience. 
Teens accounted for only 
9 percent, but those num¬ 
bers may go up in the 
coming weeks as holiday 
vacations kick in. 

IMAX, 3D and other pre¬ 
mium large format screens 
further helped drive the 


massive earnings. Nearly 
half of moviegoers — 47 
percent —chose to see 
the film on the gener¬ 
ally pricier screens. IMAX 
screens alone accounted 
for $48 million of the global 
earnings. 

But "Star Wars” didn’t fly 
alone fhis weekend. A few 
other movies attempted 
to provide some counter¬ 
programming and ended 
up with comparatively de¬ 
cent results. □ 
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FBI files: Military questioned Pete Seeger’s wartime ioyaity

ALBANY, N.Y. (AP) — As 

Army Pvt. Pete Seeger ea¬ 
gerly waited tor a chance 
to fight for his country dur¬ 
ing World War II, military 
investigators quietly built a 
case that the young folk 
singer was “potentially sub¬ 
versive.” 

In o security investigation 
triggered by o wartime let¬ 
ter he wrote denouncing 
o proposal to deport oil 
Japanese-Americans, the 
Army intercepted Seeger’s 
moil to his fiancee, scoured 
his school records, talked 
to his father, interviewed 
on ex-londlord and ques¬ 
tioned his pal Woody 
Guthrie, according to FBI 
files obtained by The Asso¬ 
ciated Press. 

Investigators concluded 
that Seeger's association 
with known communists 
and his Joponese-Ameri- 
con fiancee pointed to o 
risk of divided loyalty. 


Seeger's “Communistic 
sympathies, his unsatisfac¬ 
tory relations with landlords 
and his numerous Commu¬ 
nist and otherwise unde¬ 
sirable friends, moke him 
unfit for o position of trust 
or responsibility,” accord¬ 
ing to o military intelligence 
report. 

The investigation, forward¬ 
ed to FBI Director J. Edgar 


Hoover, is detailed in more 
than 1,700 pages from 
Seeger’s FBI file, released 
by the Notional Archives 
under the Freedom of In¬ 
formation Act. 

The musician and left-wing 
activist known for such 
songs as “If I Had o Ham¬ 
mer,” "Where Hove All the 
Flowers Gone” and “Turn, 
Turn, Turn” died in January 


2014 at age 94. 

The government’s inter¬ 
est in Seeger is no surprise. 
He was o member of the 
Communist Party for o pe¬ 
riod of time, os he later 
acknowledged, saying he 
quit around 1950, and he 
performed with Guthrie 
and others in the proudly 
leftist Almanac Singers be¬ 
fore he was drafted. 

But the newly released files 
show the lengths to which 
the government went to 
keep tabs on the singer’s 
travels, performances and 
roily appearances at least 
into the 1970s. The archives 
plan to release additional 
Seeger files in the future. 
The degree to which the 
security investigation af¬ 
fected his military career 
is not spelled out in the 
files. Seeger trained os 
on airplane mechanic at 
Keesler Field in Mississippi 
and, according to his file, 
expressed frustration that 
he was being kept state¬ 
side instead of being sent 


to where the fighting was. 
Ultimately, the singer and 
banjo player spent time in 
the Special Services, enter¬ 
taining soldiers in the South 
Pacific, and made corpo¬ 
ral. 

Based on these records, 
Seeger underwent what 
appears to be his first ma¬ 
jor investigation after writ¬ 
ing a letter to the California 
American Legion in 1942 
criticizing the organization’s 
resolution “advocating de¬ 
portation of all Japanese, 
citizens or not, and barring 
oil Japanese descendants 
from citizenship.” This was 
during a time Japanese- 
Americans, many of them 
from California, were be¬ 
ing forced to live in govern¬ 
ment internment camps. 
“We’re fighting precisely to 
free the world of such Hit¬ 
lerism, such narrow jingo¬ 
ism,” Seeger wrote. 

What followed was o 
wide-ranging probe by 
the military into Seeger’s 
background.^ 
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Kurt Masur, who led New York Philharmonic, dies at 88

BERLIN (AP) — Kurt Masur 
was a canductar wha knew 
haw ta use his autharity. 

He used it ta tame arches- 
tras — natably the unruly 
New Yark Philharmanic, 
which he led for 11 years — 
and to historic effect in his 
native land, when his call 
for calm helped prevent 
violence during tense 1989 
pro-democracy protests in 
East Germany. 

Masur died Saturday at age 
88 in a hospital in Green¬ 
wich, Connecticut, from 
complications from Parkin¬ 
son's disease, the New York 
Philharmonic said, issuing a 
statement praising his “pro¬ 
found belief in music.” 

His move to ward off vio¬ 
lence in East Germany 
was, Masur later acknowl¬ 
edged, a belated move in 
o country that many artists 
had long turned their backs 
on but in which he held a 
position of rare internation¬ 
al renown os the director of 
Leipzig's storied Gewand- 
haus Orchestra, where his 
predecessors included Felix 
Mendelssohn. 

“I was busy with music for 
too long," Masur recalled 
in an interview last year 
with the German weekly 
Der Spiegel. “But when I 
learned that all of a sud¬ 
den street musicians were 
being arrested for want¬ 
ing to protest peacefully, I 
realized that change was 
overdue." By 1989, Leipzig 
had become the focal 
point for the demonstra¬ 
tions that would culminate 


in the opening of the Berlin 
Wall and the end of com¬ 
munist rule. As tensions rose 
on Oct. 9 — and with the 
bloody Tiananmen Square 
crackdown in Chino still 
fresh on people’s minds — 


Masur and five others — a 
satirist, a cleric and three 
party officials — issued a 
public statement calling for 
calm and promising dia¬ 
logue. 

With security forces mass¬ 
ing in the streets and young 
people saying goodbye to 
their families as if heading 
to war, a recording — read 
by Masur — was broadcast 
on speakers throughout 
the city. Without it, he later 
said “blood would have 
flowed.” 

A month later, the embat¬ 


tled East German authori¬ 
ties gave in to popular pres¬ 
sure and opened the coun¬ 
try's border with the West. 
When Germany was reunit¬ 
ed on Oct. 3, 1990, Masur 
directed Beethoven’s Ninth 


Symphony at the official 
celebrations. Germany's 
minister of culture, Monika 
Gruetters, paid tribute Sat¬ 
urday to Masur's musical 
legacy and his role in the 
peaceful revolution “when 
he used his high authority 
to compel the power of the 
state to react without vio¬ 
lence to the mass demon¬ 
strations in Leipzig and be¬ 
gin a dialogue with the citi¬ 
zens.” After German reunifi¬ 
cation, Masur took charge 
of the London Philharmonic 
and the Orchestre Nation¬ 


al de France, among a 
slew of engagements that 
spanned three continents, 
but spurned the political 
role that some suggested 
for him. When his name sur¬ 
faced during the search for 


a new German president in 
the early 1990s, Masur said 
he wasn’t interested. 

Born on July 18, 1927, in 
what was then the German 
town of Brieg — now Brzeg, 
Poland — Masur studied 
piano, composition and 
conducting of the Music 
College of Leipzig. He was 
appointed in 1955 as con¬ 
ductor of the Dresden Phil¬ 
harmonic in East Germany. 
Masur subsequently spent 
26 years in charge of the 
Gewandhaus Orchestra in 
Leipzig, where he success¬ 


fully petitioned East Ger¬ 
many’s Communist leader 
Erich Honecker for a new 
concert hall. “The orches¬ 
tra hod been playing in 
o congress hall of the zoo 
since the end of the war,” 
he recalled. “During quiet 
sections you could hear the 
lions roar.” He inaugurated 
the orchestra's new home 
in 1981 with the Latin words: 
“res severa verum gaudium 
(true joy is a serious thing).” 
Masur made his U.S. debut 
in 1974 with the Cleveland 
Orchestra and took the 
Gewandhaus Orchestra of 
Leipzig on its first American 
tour that year. 

After being chosen as mu¬ 
sic director of the New York 
Philharmonic, some crit¬ 
ics worried that his intense 
work ethic and conserva¬ 
tive German musical style 
weren't suited to the U.S. 
orchestra. 

He defied them by tam¬ 
ing the Philharmonic, an 
orchestra seen os an un¬ 
manageable ensemble of 
egos when he took over 
from Zubin Mehta in 1991. 
Masur “managed to get 
everybody to focus on the 
product of what we are 
doing,” concertmaster 
Glenn Dicterow said before 
the conductor’s departure 
in 2002. He said the orches¬ 
tra was “not the bod boy 
of music anymore.” “What 
we remember most vividly 
is Masur's profound belief 
in music as an expression of 
humanism,” Philharmonic 
President Matthew Van- 
Besien said in a statement 
Saturday announcing the 
conductor’s death. □

Medical examiner: Scott Welland died from toxic mix of drugs 


MINNEAPOLIS (AP) — For¬ 
mer Stone Temple Pilots 
frontman Scott Weilond 
died of a toxic mix of drugs 
that included cocaine, 
according to a medical 
examiner's office in Minne¬ 
sota where he was found 
dead on his tour bus in ear¬ 
ly December. 

The Hennepin County 
Medical Examiner’s Office 
said this weekend that the 
48-year-old Weiland had 
cocaine, alcohol and the 
amphetamine MDA — a 
drug similar to ecstasy — in 
his system. The medical ex¬ 


aminer also noted a history 
of cardiovascular disease, 
asthma and multi-sub- 
stance dependence. 
Weilond’s body was found 
on his tour bus in the Min¬ 
neapolis suburb of Bloom¬ 
ington on Dec. 3. The re¬ 
port said the time of death 
was 8:27 p.m. and that the 
death was accidental. 
Welland’s three-decade 
career in music also includ¬ 
ed solo albums and a spot 
in the supergroup Velvet 
Revolver. 

He rose to fame with Stone 
Temple Pilots, which be¬ 


came one of the most 
commercially successful 
bands to come out of the 
early 1990s grunge rock 
movement. The band’s 
1992 debut album, “Core,” 
sold 8 million units. 

Stone Temple Pilots broke 
up in 2003, and Weiland 
went on to front Velvet Re¬ 
volver, alongside rock lu¬ 
minaries Slash, Matt Sorum 
and Duff McKagan of Guns 
N’ Roses and Dave Kushner 
of Wasted Youth. 

The Stone Temple Pilots 
reunited in 2008 and split 
again in 2013. 


Weiland’s current band, 
Scott Weiland & the Wild- 
abouts, hod been sched¬ 
uled to ploy a show in Me¬ 
dina, Minnesota, on Dec. 3, 
but it had been canceled 
a week earlier due to poor 
ticket sales. 

Police said they found a 
small amount of cocaine 
in Weiland’s bedroom and 
elsewhere on the tour bus, 
and briefly held a Califor¬ 
nia man who was traveling 
with Weiland. But Bloom¬ 
ington Deputy Police Chief 
Mike Hartley said authori¬ 
ties won’t pursue a drug 


charge against the man 
because it would be too 
difficult to prove the drugs 
belonged to him. 

Weiland had a long string of 
drug- and alcohol-related 
arrests and stints in rehab. 
In 1995, he was arrested 
after deputies found him 
carrying crack and heroin. 
He pleaded guilty to felony 
heroin possession in 1998. 
And his arrests for drug pos¬ 
session and stints in rehab 
led the Stone Temple Pilots 
to cancel tour dotes and 
contributed to their 2003 
breokup.Q 
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
